DRAFT AGE LIMITS 
REMAIN THE SAME 


Immediate Extension Voted 
Down in Senate, Though 
Most Senators Say Exten- 
sion Must Come. 


Washington, June 28.—Immediate 
extension of the. _ present army draft 
age limits, 21 to “31 years, was over- 
whelmingly defeated today in the sen- 
ate. The amendment proposed by Sen- 
ator Fall, of New Mexico, to the $12,- 
000,000,000 army appropriation bill, to 
make the Mmits 20 and 40 years and 
all compromises suggested for definite 
minimums and miximums were voted 
down. 

Settlement of this controversy, 
which has held senate attention for} 
several days, cleared the _way for pas- 
sage of the huge appropriation meas- 
ure, probably tomorrow. 

Besides disposing of the draft age 
question, the senate adopted several 
important amendments to the army 
bill. One authorized organization of 
the $10000,000 Aircraft Production; 
corporation proposed by the aircraft 
production board, as a vehicle for oo- 
ordinating aircraft production as ship- 
building is co-ordinated by the ship- 
ping board through the Wmeregency 
Fleet corporation. 

Basis ef Draft Quotas. 

Other amendments adopted author- 
ize the new plan of basing draft 
quotas on the number of men in class 
one, instead of upon state populations 
and affecting rights of neutrals under 
the draft law. The senate previously 
had adepted the draft quota legisla- 
tion, but it has been held up in the 
house. 

The amendment affecting neutrals 
provideg that citizens of neutral coun- 
tries now subject to draft who have 
declared their intention to become 
American citizens, shall not be 255

Charge of Hoarding 
Flour Brings $250 
To the Red Cross 


C. J. Keith Ordered to Re- 
turn Surplus Supply and 
Voluntarily Contribute to 
Society After Being Tried. 


The Atlanta chapter of the Red Cross 
society profited to the extent of $250 
as the result of a trial of an Atlanta 
householder on the charge of hoarding 
flour, at the federal food adminis- 


tration offices yesterday. 
A report was made by agents of the 


department of justice to the adminis- 
tration that there was reason to sus- 
pect that C. J. Keith, of 580 Spring 
street, had more flour in his home than 
is allowed under the regulations now 
in force. 

An inspector was sent to his home at 
once, and there found in his pantry 12 
sacks of 24 pounds each. He was at 
once cited to appear at the administra- 
tion’s offices for trial and was found 
guilty there. 

He was ordered to dispose of the 
extra supply of flour, and voluntarily 
contributed $25@ to the Red Cross so- 
ciety as a result of which action no 
prosecution will follow in this case. He 
had a right to thirty days’ supply, and 
it is estimated that he had six months’ 
supply on hand. 

Announcement was also made Friday 
that S. Saloom, of Macon, Ga., who op- 
erates a grocery store and two soda 
water stands there, had been found 


guilty of supplying sugar for his soda 
founts from his grocery store without 
certificates, in violation of the rules 
of the administration, and he was al- 
lowed to contribute $50 to*® the Red 
Cross.

GUING 10 RUSSIA 


Personnel of Delegation Be- 
ing Discussed—Planned to 
Assist Russia Economical- 
ly and Industrially. 


Washington, June 28.—Plans of the 
American government for aiding Russia 
in rehabilitating herself, which became 
known today, revealed that the first 
step contemplated is in formal assist- 
ance through American business and 
industrial leaders and disposed of wide- 
ly published reports that a diplomatic 
political mission would be the means 
of carrying President Wilson’s promise 
to stand back of Russia. 

The personnel of a group of men 
who will carry expert advice and mate- 
rial aid along with America’s expres- 
sion of disinterested friendship to the 
Russian people now is being discussed. 
They will include only men familiar 
with Russian economic and transpor- 
tation conditions, 

Ample police protection is expected 
to be afforded them, but all show of 
military force will be avoided. Offi- 
cials were reluctant to discuss this 
phase of-the situation, réalizing that 
Germany would seize upon it as a 


means of distorting the intentions of! 
the United States. For that reason it 
is likely that full details of the assist- 
ance to be proffered will not be dis- 
closed until after the Germans learn 
of them by finding the plans actually 
in effect.

As Russia is in great need of many 
raw materials and manufactured goods, 
the United States proposes to license 
freely for export whatever is recom-

CAPT. EUGENE . ROWAN 
DISMISSED FROM ARMY

Little Rock, Ark., June 28.—-By virtue 
of telegraphic communication from the 
war department received at Camp Pike 
today, Captain Eugene C. Rowan, late 
of the 162d depot brigade, was dismissed 
from the service and Lieutenant Robert 
H. Hall was dismissed and given a sen- 
tence of 25 years hard labor at the 
military prison at Leavenworth, Kan. 

Captain Rowan’s case attracted atten- 
tion while it was before general eourt- 
martial several months ago. Captain 
Rowan’s offense was that he refused 
to obey an order issued by the brigade 
commander, calling for a troop forma- 
tion because both negro and white sol- 
diers were included in the formation. 
He is a native of Georgia, but has re- 
cently lived in Mississippi. Captain 
Rowan left Camp Pike this afternoon 
and said that he will go to Russia to 
assist in the reorganization of the Rus- 
sian army if he can secure passports. 
He is a veteran of the Spanish-American 
war and a graduate of the first officers’ 
training camp. 

Lieutenant Hall was mess officer of 
the 848th infantry and deserted late 


in February. Several days afterwards

Official dispatches for 
some time have indicated a swinging of 
the pendulum of public sentiment back 
towards a monarchical form of govern- 
ment. This sentiment has been in-

WAR CHARITY FAKES 
USED TO ROB PUBLIC 
OF MANY MILLIONS 


New York, June 28.—Backers of al- 
leged fake war charity esiterprises and 
soliciting schemes defrauded the pub- 
lic of between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000 
in New York city during the last year, 
according to a review of evidence. pre- 
sented to a apecial grand jury by Dis- 
trict Attorney Swann. during its inves- 
tigation which terminated today. 

Its investigation of more than 3800 or- 
ganizations has resulted in the break- 
ing up of gangs of “fifty-fifty’’. solici- 
tors and “one hundred per cent boys,” 
a statement filed with the court by the 
grand jury said. 

“Fifty-fifty” workers were defined as 
those who pocketed half of the dona- 
tions they obtained. The “one hundfed 
per cent boys” are described, as ,graft- 
ers who sidetracked their entire col- 
lections to their own account.

The French attack was delivered in 
the Villers-Cotterets region, southwest 
of Soissons. The French advanced on 
a front of nearly five miles and pene- 
trated German positions for more than 
a mile. More than a thousand Germang 
were captured. 

In both cases the Germans seem to 
have been surprised. 


BRITISH ATTACK 
PROVED SURPRISE 
TO THE GERMANS 


With the British Army in France, 
June 28.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Field Marshal von  Hindenburg’s 
troops east of the forest of Nieppe got 
a nasty and unexpected knock today 
when the British suddenly drove for- 
ward in a surprise attack along a 
front of more than three miles and 
hurled the startled gray-coated sol- 
diers back to an average depth of 
1,500 yards. 

The operation was an unqualified suc- 
cess from its inception, and the attack- 
ing infantry reached all their objec- 
tives in remarkably short time.

London, June 28.—A successful ad-

The correspondent says the cap- 
tured ground lies at the most debatable 
point on the British front, just west 
of the Bois d’Aval, which forms the 
mortheast angle of the Nieppe forest. 


“The offensicve was at a point 
where the enemy thrust was hardest 


in the Planders battles in an effort 
to capture the forest, which would 
have opened his way to Hazebrouck, 
the capture of which would have en- 
tailed our retirement from Ypres,” 
saye the correspondent 

“The attack was launched at 6 o’clock 
this morning on a front of 6,000 yards 
from Vieux Becquin to Pont Tournal, 
its objective being the line of the smal 
stream called the Plate Becque, 1,500 
yards away. The objectives were com- 
pletely attained and give us valuable 
ground for future attacks. 

‘Bome 300 prisoners and six ma- 
chine guns were captured.” 


British Gained on Wide Front. 


London, June 28.—British troops, in 
attacks against the Germans, have ad- 
vanced their line over a front of nearly 


a 


three and a half miles, to an average 
depth of nearly a mile, east of the 
Nieppe forest, which lies between Bail- 
leul and Bethune, according to the 
British official communication issued 
this evening. West of Merris Aus- 
tralian troops also captured enemy 
positions. On both sectors prisoners 
and machine guns were taken. 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: , 

“This morning English troops car- 
ried out a successful operation on a 
front of about three and a half miles 
east of the Nieppe forest. Our line on 
this front has been advanced to an av- 
erage depth of nearly a mite and more 
than 300 prisoners and twenty-two ma- 
chine guns have been captured. All our 
objectives were gained, including thc 
hamlets of L’Epinette, Verteu and La 
Becque. 

“The enemy was taken by surprise 
and our casualties were light. 

“At the same hour Australian troops 
attacked and captured certain hostile 
posts west of Merris, together with 
forty-three prisoners and six machine 
guns. 

“On the remainder of the British 


front the situation is unchanged.” 
The British day .report reads: 


“A raid attempted by the enemy 
Wednesday night against one of our 
posts in the neighborhood of Moyenne- 
ville, south of Arras, was repulsed 
with loss. A party of our troops car- 
ried out a guccessful daylight raid 
yeterday near Mericourt. It captured 
a few prisoners without suffering cas- 
ualties, 

“During the night our own and the 
enemy's artillery was active in the 
neighborhood of Rossignol wood, south- 
east of Gommecourt. Casualties were 
inflicted upon the enemy in this 
neighborhood by our patrols.” 


STRATEGIC POINTS

With the French Army in France, 
June 28.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
The first notable activity for some 
time on this front occurred early this 
morning when the French executed a 
particularly successful local operation 
to the southwest of Soissons and on 
the borders of the forest of Villers Cot- 
terets where were captured several po- 
Sitions whose continued occupuation 
would have permitted the enemy to pre- 
pare a future offensive.

positions and at some points advanced 
their line to a depth of a mile and a 
quarter, says the French official com- 
munication this evening. Prisoners to

‘South of the Aisne we attacked this 
morning from the south of Amblemy 
to the east of Montgobert in order to

‘balloons were burned. Our bombarding 
squadrons in the same period during 
the day and night dropped 58 tons of 
projectiles on aviation grounds along 
the. Somme and Aisne and on canton- 
ments and bivouacs at Rozieres-En- 
Santerre, Fismes and Guignicourt and 
the stations of Soissons, Ferre-En-Tar- 
denois and other places. Two munitions 
depots were exployed and several fires 
were observed. 

“Army of the East: There has been 
continuous reciprocal] artillery activity 
in the region of Doiran and west of 
the Vardar. The artillery has been nor- 
mal in the regionofMonistar. An ene- 
my detatchment which attempted to ap- 
proach our line near Kravista was re- 
pulsed. Italian troops have carried out 
with success a surprise attack on an 
enemy position on Hill 1050.

London, June 28.—According to un- 
confirmed reports- today the Bolshe- 
vik government in Moscow has been 
overthrown, says a dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph company from 
Copenhagen. 

Moscow, the reports add, has been 
captured by General Korniloff, sup- 
ported by German troops. 

Advices from the same sources as- 
sert that Grand Duke Nicholas has 
been proclaimed emperor. 

Nikolai Lenine, the premier, and 
Leon Trotzky, the minister of war, are 
said to have fled to the Murman coast. 

General Kaledines is said to have 
co-operated with General Korniloff in 
the capture of Moscow. 

The Copenhagen newspapers, the 
agency dispatch adds, give prominence | 
to a Berlin dispatch quoting the Tages 
Zeitung of that city as saying it had 
received a message from its Petro- 
grad correspondent reading as follows: 

“It is believed here (Petrograd) that 
the Bolshevik government will soon be 
overthrown and that Kerensky is the 
man of the future in Russia.” 

The advices declare that the sup- 
porters of Grand Duke Nicholas have 
overthrown the soviets throughout the 
Siberian provinces of Irkutsk, Blago- 
vieshtchensk and Khabarovsk. 

The defeat of the Bolsheviki is said 
to have been made possible by the vic- 
tories of the Czecho-Slovak forces and 
the treachery of the Red guard. Sev- 
eral detachments of the Red guard 
are declared to have murdered their of- 
ficers and then surrendered. 

The Exchange Telegraph company 
publishes its message containing the 
reports of the Bolshevik overthrow 
and the accompanying details “with 


reserve,” and point out that the infor- 
mation emanates mainly from German 
sources and therefore should be re- 
céived with caution.

Candidate Favors Taking 
System Away From Politi- 
cal and Financial Domina- 
tion of Men Who Have No 
Sympathy for Them.

To the People of Atlanta: 
fain undesirable elements 


Now that cer- 
in our public 


#chools have been eliminated, we can look ; 


forward with hopeful assurance to the pros- 
pect of improvements and readjustments in 
fhe -future, provided the problems of the 
school department are properly handled in 
the interest of better educational facilities 
Zor our children. 

But the mere elimination of undesirable 
elements in the department will not suffice 
to give us the high grade of public educa- 
lion to which the children of Atlanta are 
entitled, for it has been clearly demonstrat- 
ed that the public schools are absolutely 
obliged to have increased financial support 
before they can go forward. 

The gentieman in city council who ex- 
pressed the opinion that school teachers 
should be employed at the lowest price for 
which their services could be secured was 


about as far from expressing the enlightened ; 


eentiment of this community as if he had 
declared himself in favor of selling white 
‘women on the slave trader’s auction block. 

Atlanta’s public schools will never be 
Placed upon a high plane of efficiency and 
rogress as long as the school appropriation 
& dependent upon the views of men who look 
at public education in any such light. 

What we need in this city, and what I 
favor as a candidate for. mayor, is a special 
wchool tax that will take the public schools 
entirely away from the political and finan- 
tial domination of men who have no sym- 
pathy for them. 


Must Have School Board. 


It is generally agreed that we must have 
@ board of education, regardless of the form 
of government under which we operate, 
und this is the view I take of the matter. 
Most of the cittes which have adopted com- 
inission government, which I favor as a 
candidate for mayor, and about which I have 
previoqusly issued statements to the people, 
retain their board of education, in order 
ao insure a consistent policy in the admin- 
istration of their school departments, which 
znore intimately touch the homes and hearts 
of the people than any other institution of 
municipal government. 

But whether we have a board of educa-

ea in the past, and both as a citizen, a tax- 
payer and the father of four children, I 
have always felt that we ought to place our 
schools on this basis, following the exam- 
Ple of many other progressive cities which 
have accomplished splendid results. 

Under the present. plan, the board of 
education must go to city council to get 
the money to support the schools. When- 
ever we happen to the misfortune of a 
finance committee chairman entertaining 
such medieval notions toward public edu- 
cation and salaries of teachers as we have 
been attributed to the present finance chair- 
man, the school department suffers a back- 
set which takes it years to overcome. 

This condition will always hamper and 
handicap and hold back the public schools 
as long as we permit it to continue. When 
they get through buying new garbage carts 
and installing new machinery in the crema- 
tory and attending to other more or less 
urgent needs in other departments, including 


of departments, then if there is any money 
left over, it goes to pay salaries of teachers 
and otherwise support and maintain the 
public schools. 

Of course, if women were allowed to vote 
in municipal affairs, as they should be, and 
as I advocate as a candidate for mayor, the 
regard of council members for the welfare 
of the teachers and the mothers of the 
school children would probably be much 
more susceptible to the needs of the school 
department, but unfortunately they do not 
vote—as yet. 

Special School Tax. 

Give the board of education the right to 
levy a special school tax for the support 
and maintenance of the public schools. Give 
it sufficient latitude to raise the money 
needed to build additional schoolhouses to 
provide for the increasing population—suf- 
ficient latitude to raise the money needed 
for complete new plants for the Girls’ High 
school, the Boys’ High school and the Tech 
High school, all of which are now a dis- 
grace to the city, especially the  Giris’ 
High school. The Commercial 
is somewhat better housed than the others, 
on a temporary arrangement, but its fa- 
cilities are nothing to what they should be. 
Give the board of education sufficient lati- 
tude to pay the school teachers an ade- 
quate and respectable salary for the work 
they do. The future citizenship of At- 
lanta is moulded in their hands. Certainly 
we can afford to pay them enough to live 
on comfortably—although at the present 
time a number of negro janitors are paid 
more than some of the teachers whom they 
serve, and boys and girls going out of the 
schools into the business world begin work 
at salaries higher than those of school 
teachers, 

Here in this great city, famous for its 
Atlanta spirit, enjoying greater prosperity 
than ever before, 
to support our public schools on an ade- 
quate basis, and certainly they are entitled 
to have their necessities met without go- 
ing back and forth to the city council with 
their hats in their hands. 

It is regrettable that the board of educa- 
tion did not induce Miss Laura Smith to 
stay here and accept the position of super- 
intendent. She was well suited for the po- 
sition on account of the confidence reposed 


Now that she has gone to. France on a 
highly important war mission for the Red 
Cross, it behooves the board of education 
to place at the head of the school depart- 
ment a superintendent, either a man or a 
woman, who at least equais Miss Smith in 
ability and in whom the general public will 
repose the same degree of confidence. 

Previously I have declared myself in fa- 
vor of complete reorganization of municipal 
affairs by the adoption of straight commis- 
sion government, and in this connection I 
take occasion here to state that I strongly 
favor a special school tax. 

I am running for mayor as an absolutely 
independent candidate, affillated with no 
faction or ring, paying my own expenses. 
If you approve my platform, vote for me 
and give me your active support. It will 
be appreciated, and the platform on which 
I base my candidacy will be faithfully car- 
ried out.

equal to those of the enemy. This is 
not surprising because of the enemy’s 
superior artillery, deadlier gases and 
overwhelming numbers. Our failure to 
do better will prolong the war and in- 
crease its horrors. We can do more.” 
Senator McCumber took congress to 
task for “abdicating its duties” and 
leaving the executive departments to 
direct everything. Congress, he said, 
has not once asked itself: how large an 
army will be necessary to win this 
war or what tonnage will be required 
to support the army, but instead it has 
devoted its time to passing bills recom- 
mended by the administration. 
Admitting the secretary of war is a 


good lawyer, Senator McCumber asked 
if he has had any more military train- 
ing than members of the military com- 
mittee as to warrant his judgment 
being more acceptable than theirs. 

The allies, including the United 
States, are “tardy in efficient follow- 
ers” of Germany in the development 
and use of big guns and other modern 
war appliances, Senator McCumber de- 
clared, and any budget providing for 
less than an army of 5,000,000, men is 
“playing with war and not conducting 
war.” 


America Must Furnish Reserves. 


Asserting that Secretary Baker and 
the press of the country seemed to be 
the only ones who had the opinion 
some time ago that the allied line on 
the western front could not be broken, 
but despite the optimism of the secre- 
tary of war, the senator said, Germany 
broke the line and forced it back in 
one place 36 miles in three days, and 
despite reports of great allied reserves 
in France ready to stem Hun onslaughts 
there never has been any considerable 
number of reserves. 

“The reserve force lies in the sol- 
dery of the United States,” he declared. 
“We might as well recognize that now.” 

Submarine losses as computed by 
the navy department were cited by 
Senator McCumber as another evidence 
of “our habit of minimizing our disas- 
ters and magnifying our successes.” 

He mentioned that he recently called 

attention of the senate to an Amster- 
dam cable saying the Germans claim 
the sinkings for May totaled 614,000 
gross tons. This statement, he said, 
led Senator Beckham, of Kentucky, to 
get a statement from the navy depart- 
ment, which showed the actual losses 
from May 1 to 28, inclusive, were 233,- 
639 gross tons, and the estimate for the 
; entire month was 258,671 tons. 
Two days after Senator Beckham ob- 
tained the statement, Senator McCum.- 
ber said, the British admiralty report- 
ed the May losses for the British alone 
were 224,735 gross tons, and that losses 
of other countries from all causes were 
130,959, making the total losses of May 
total 355,694 gross tons.

scenes of the battles and cannonades 
of the present war have invariably

LET THE BOYS VOTE. 


During the 1917 session of the Georgia 
assembly Representative John Bale, of 
Floyd county, introduced an “absent voters” 
bill, designed especially to safeguard the 
citizenship prerogative of franchise of the 
sons of Georgia who at election time may 
be serving their country under arms away 
from home. 

Unfortunately the bill did not pass, but 
it is still alive, and the legislature would 
do well to call it up at the earliest possible 
moment during the current session and 
_ make law of it. 

A press dispatch from Washington last 
Tuesday assured the country that regula- 
tions are being formu'ated by both the war 
and the navy departments under which 
American soldiers or sailors in the service, 
either im this country or abroad, will be 
permitted to vote in the forthing coming 
. elections—which refers, of course, only to 
service men from states which have enact- 
ed laws providing for absentee voting. 

Georgia, it is to be regretted, is one of 
the states as yet having no such law; but 
there is ample time in which to enact one 
and have it in operation when the very im- 
portant fall elections are held. 

The Bale bill, or a similar one, ought to 
be enacted without delay,. not only as a 
matter of plain justice to the thousands of 
patriotic and public spirited young citizens 
of Georgia who are serving their country 
with such splendid credit to their state, but 
also for the good effect the recording of 
their votes would have upon local, state and 
national governments. 

Too, it would have a tendency to 
“hearten” the boys abroad and to reassure 
them that they are still each a part of 
Georgia, and with a citizen’s voice in their 
state’s affairs as of yore.* The privilege 
of casting a. Georgia ballot in a Georgia 
election behind the firing line, in a foreign 
hospital or in a foreign camp, while serv- 


ing in behalf of the. cause of world democ- | 


racy would make them feel that they are, 
after all, not so far from home: and that 
certainly would have a beneficent effect 
upon the morale of the boys. 

Furthermore, what a splendid object les- 
son in true democracy it will be to the rest 
of the world for American troops to be able 
to demonstrate on foreign soil, with an 
ocean between them and home, the gratify- 
ing suffrage rights which their democratic 
' government vouchsafes. 

“It is too pad that all of the American 
soldiers may not enjoy that privilege on 
next election day. 

The peopie of Georgia are relying with 
full confidence upon their legislators to see 
to it that this state’s sons who are fighting 
“over there” will not be among the num- 
ber who shall be denied the fullest possible 
enjoyment of their citizenship rights upon 
that occasion. 


THE PHYSICALLY UNFIT. 


Many a young American has considered 
himself sound and well until he was called 
to the service of his country and rejected 
_ by the medical examiners as being physical- 
ly unfit for military duty. 

Much has been said and written—prac- 


4 . tically all of it adverse and in a pessimistic 
fy: yein—upon the lessons that fact teaches; 
- gnd one of the many good effects the war 


demand has had upon the American peeple 
as a whole consists in this very citation of 
our physical defects, which often results in 
the disappointed defective hieing himself to 
oe competent physician for treatment. 
Of course, once rejected, it seldom hap- 
pens that the applicant gets himself re- 
stored to a degree that will enable him to 
"pass muster, but undoubtedly scores and 
hundreds and thousands of useful lives have 
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It is doubtless true, furthermore, that 
other thousands of useful lives would be ex- 
tended were remedial means more easily 
available than they usually are. That is to 
say, it is highly probable that a large num- 
ber of the rejected military applicants who 
now simply turn away crestfallen from the 
recruiting headquarters, and, discouraged, go 
on about their business, would avail them- 
selves of medical aid and counsel but for 
the expense entailed. 

At any rate, that is the view that became 
so prevalent in Maryland recently as to re- 
sult in a state-wide movement out of which 
developed what is called the “Maryland 
plan,” which, briefly stated, consists in an 
agreement between the members of the med- 
ical fraternity and the hospitals of that 
state to provide the requisite medica] treat- 
ment and care for alb young men who have 
been rejected by the military authorities be- 
cause of physical unfitness for army service. 

This treatment is given—by the doctors 
and by the hospitals—free of charge to all 
applicants whose circumstances are’ such 
that they can not afford to pay for it. Those 
who can pay, of course, may do so. 

There can be no doubt but that the pro- 
fessional service thus volunteered will go a 
long way in safeguarding the future wel- 


fare of the state; and, were the “Maryland 


plan” to become general in its adoption by 
the medical men and the hospitals in all of 
the states its after effects upon che nation 
as a whole would be a source of perpetual 
well-being and pride. 

Let us hope that it will find emulation, 


state by state, until the whole country is 


under it. 

And, Maryland having taken the lead, 
why not let Georgia be the first to follow 
suit? 


THE FARM TRACTOR. 


In the course of a progressive and opti- 
mistic address at Commerce, Ga., Wednes- 
day, incidental to the demonstration of farm 
tractors held there, Governor Dorsey de 
clared that it is to the motor truck that 
the farmer must look for a solution of the 
problems arising from increasing produc- 
tion coincident with a marked decrease in 
labor supply. . 

The governor is right, and the wide- 
awake and enterprising Georgia farmers 
will be alert to 4pply the wisdom in the 
foregoing suggestion; which will prompt 
them, not only to equip their farms with 
modern labor, time and money-saving vehi- 
cles and farm implements, but also to in- 
sist upon ample and adequate highways. 

It has been demonstrated in Georgia 
that a truck normally supplants five mules, 
the value of the mules at prevailing prices 
being equal to the cost of the truck. 

At the same time the truck liberates at 
least three men for other lines of service. 

Furthermore, in a specific instance, it 
was demonstrated that at least 35 acres 
of land had to be devoted exclusively to the 
production of feed—forage and pasturage— 
for the five mules; all of which land, with 
the mules displaced by the tractor, was 
available for making food or “money” crops. 

The gasoline motor makes for better 
farming and better contented and more 
prosperous farmers; it gives to rural life 
added allurements to hold the farm boys 
and farm girls in the country, and to en- 
hance the “back to the soil” movement 
among urban dwellers. 

The day is close at hand when no farm 
will be well equipped without one. 


The manner in which the “dry” amend- 
ment was put through the Georgia legisla- 
ture indicates that the prohibition leaders 
in house and senate are adherents to the 
opinion that “the way to do a thing is to 
do it.”

Senator Brown, of the forty-first district, 
has hit the nail squarely on the head. 

He has introduced a substitute to his sen- 
ate bill No. 33, and this substitute is the 
submission of a proposed constitutional 
amendment providing that two-thirds of the 
polled vote of a county shall authorize bend 
issues for internal improvements. 

The Constitution called attention prior to 
the meeting of this assembly to the neces- 
sity for such a constitutional amendment. 

No adequate highway legislation can be 
effective with the inability of counties un- 
der present constitutional authority to issue 
bonds for road or bridge construction pur- 
poses. 

As will be recalled, the constitution now 
requires a two-thirds majority of the regis- 
tered voters in any county to authorize a 
bond issue— 

Which means bond-issue prohibition! 

It ‘is practically impossible even to get 
two-thirds of the registered voters in a 
county to the polls under any circumstances, 
especially now that so many of the young 
voters are across the seas, or in the camps-— 

Particularly is it impossible to get a two- 
thirds majority of the registered vote for 
anything! 

There are people in every county who 
will oppese anything, however meritorious it 
may be, that the majority of the people 
want. There are people who would oppose 
accepting free deeds to gold mines if some 
particular merchant, or banker, or doctor, 
or minister, or somebody else, should faver 
the same. 

It is just human nature with some people 
to eppoese— 

So the Brown substitute is destined to 
cure this embarrassing situation in Georgia, 
and I am confident it will be enacted.

One Little Word 
That Means a Volume! 

The caption of the bill I refer to explains 
it concisely and almost in detail. It fol- 
lows: 

“To be entitled an act to amend para- 
graph one (1), section seven (7), article 
seven (7), of the constitution of the state 
of Georgia by inserting between the word 
‘thereof’ and the word ‘at,’ as they occur in 
the tenth line of said paragraph, the fol- 
lowing, ‘voting,’ so as to authorize any coun- 
ty, municipal corporation or political di- 
vision of this state to incur any new debt 
with the assent of two-thirds of the quali- 
fied voters of such county, municipal corpo- 
ration, or political division, voting at an 
election for that purpese, to be held as may 
be prescribed by law.” 

That the matter may be entirely clear, Il 
will analyze it— 

The constitution of Georgia, paragraph l, 
section 7, article 7, referring to debts that 
may be incurred by counties, municipalities, 
ete., prohibits the incurring of such debts 
“without the assent of two-thirds of the 
qualified voters thereof at an election for 
that purpose,” and so on. 

That the paragraph may be distinct under 
the amendment proposed by Senator Brown, 
I will quote it just as it will read when 
amended— 


“The debt hereafter incurred by any 
county, municipal corporation, or political 
division of this state, except as in this con- 
stitution provided for, shall not exceed 7 
percentum of the assessed value of all the 
taxable property therein, and no such coun- 
ty, municipality or division shall incur any 
new debt, except for a temporary loan or 
loans to supply casual deficiencies of rev- 
enue, not exceeding one-fifth of one per- 
centum of the assessed value of the taxable 
property therein, without the assent of two- 
thirds of the qualified voters thereof voting 
at an election for that purpose, to be held 
as may be prescribed by law; but any city, 
the debt of which does not exceed 7 per- 
centum of the assessed value of the taxable 
property at the time of the adoption of this 
constitution, may be authorized by law to 
increase, at any time, the amount of said 
debt 3 percentum upon such assessed valua- 
tion.” 

The substitution of one little word of six 
letters will do the work!

Physiciana of experience know the diags- 
nostic danger of administering narcotics orf 
opiates in acute illness before an accurate 
diagnosis has been made. For instance, to 
give a hypodermic injection of morphine tn 
& case of acute trouble in the abdomen oF 
in the chest may be perfectly safe as far 
as the drug action is concerned, but since 
such a drug for the time being irons out or 
masks the symptoms it may mislead the pa- 
tient and doctor and thus delay the diag- 
nosis or favor a mistaken diagnosis. This 
applies especially to appendicitis, or to any 
lesion which tends to produce serious lotal 
or general inflammation (peritonitis) im the 
abdomen. 

One of the most trying conditions medical 
men in general® practice have to contend 
with is the vicious custom of taking what 
purports to be cough medicine before seek- 
ing the advice of the doctor. It is an error 
to check or prevent cough, except in rare 
cases, because when you prevent cough (by 
doping the nerve centers with opium, cO- 
diene, heroin, morphine, etc.) you are not 
doing the disease any good; you are just 
opposing nature's wise method of doing the 
disease good.

Because 
they come from the humbler walks of life 
and did net give up lucrative positions or 
professions which kept them in the public 
eye, are they less worthy? To answer -the 
call tdjarms, they gave up, what to them, 
is their all, their cotton patch, their log 
cabin and their wives and kiddies, and have 
taken up the business of soldiering with a 
splendid good will and are making good. 
Why has not the Atlanta public in general 
and its colered element in particular taken 
notice ere now of this wonderful field for 
patriotic work? Everywhere one sees clubs, 
rest rooms and flaring signs weicoming our 
khaki boys—if they are white. 

What are the colored -lodges, socteties, 
congregations and families of Atlanta doing 
for their boys in khaki who stay in the camp 
because they have no place to go where 
they can be sure of a welcome? Why can’t 
they organize entertainments for them in the 
camp, in the area of their organization, and 
make a little fuss over them to cheer them 
on the eve of their departure? Money and 
costly presents are not what my boys need, 
but just those simple little attentions which 
touch the heart strings and make one feel 
cheerful and willing to face eventualities 
with a smile.

GENERAL COTTON 
SELLING LACKING 


Undertone Steady for the 
Week—July Strength Still 
a Feature--Outlet for Low- 
er Grades Is Seen. 


New York, June 28.—Further indica- 
tions of high end-Junme crop figures 
have failed to inspire any general or 
aggressive selling in the cotton mar- 
ket during the past week. On the other 
hand, the small notices issued against 
July contracts and the strength of the 
near position has served to emphasize 
the absence of apot pressure and while 
fluctuations have been irregular the 
undertone has been steady. 

One of the features has been an in- 


creasing demand for early crop deliv-— 


eries around or on a acale down from 
the 25-cent level for October. This buy- 


ing has absorbed a good many contracts 
creating an impression that spot houscs 
we rehedging forward sales to aspin- 
ners and helping the undertone of the 
market. 

Only a few hundred bales have so far

DULL AND IRREGULAR 
COURSE IN STOCKS 


To the Russian Situation Is 

Ascribed the Reason—lIs- 
sues as a Whole Lacked 
Bullish Initiative. 


New York, June 28.—For want of a 
more definite or specifie reason, the 
dull and irregular course of today’s 
stock market was ascribed to foreign 
dispatches on the Russian situation 
which were so bewildering as to limit 
trading to the profesgional element.

New York, June 28.—The landing of 
twenty-four survivors from the steam- 
ship Dwinsk at Shelburne, N. S, to- 
day definitely accounts for all but two 
boatloads of the crew. Three boats 
containing sixty-seven survivors had 
been reviously reported missing. 
Seven boats in all left the vessel when 
she was torpedoed. Two were picked 
up by a steamer which brought their 
occupants here; another boatload was 
rescued and taken to Hampton Roads, 
Va., and a fourth to Bermuda by a 
sailing veasel. 

A report was received yesterday of 
the landing of seventeen survivors of 
a torpedoed steamer at Bermuda, but 
the message did not give the name of 
the ship. Whether thev come from 
the Dwinsk, and if so whether they 
were the same as previously reported 
landed there, or additional survivors 
was a matter of conjecture. 

The Dwinsk was a troop ship re- 
turning to the United States. She had 
no soldicrs aboard.

Argument on Power Com-. 
pany Petition Concluded 
and Attorneys Are Given' 
Until July 2 to File Reply 
Briefs. 


Washington, June 28.—President Wi}- 
son today sent to the senate the names 
of eight new major generals and forty- 
; three brigadier generals of the na- 
; tional army to fill vacancies now exist- 
| ing in the military service. Most of 
the men advanced in rank are now 
serving in France and the selections

Arguments on the petition of the 


! 


Georgia Railway and Power company 


to increase its rates generally, were 
conchnded before the railroad commis- 
gion yesterday afternoon. The argu- 
ments began Thursday. The case was 
taken under advisement. Attorneys 
‘have until July 2 to file repty briefs 
to the arguments. 

“At the session Friday Attorneys W. 
A. Wimbish and Arthur G. Powell spoke 
for the people’s committee, contesting 
the company’s petition, and Attorney 
- Lather Z. Rosser concluded for the com- 
pany. - 

The arguments followed the lines of 
those made on the first day except that 
Attorney Wimbish made the point that 
the courts alone can decide as to 
whether the company can increase its 
street car fare from 65 to 6 cents, pred- 
’ {eating the statement upon a contract 
alleged to have been made by the pow- 
er company and the city of Atlanta in 
1902 by which the company, he claimed, 
agreed to charge at that time, and in 
the future, a fare of 5 cents. 

Courts Must Settie Potnt. 


Arguing that the railroad commission 
fis not clothed with judicial authority, 
he declared the validity of that contract 
could only be settled by a court of 
law. 

The point was subsequently vigor- 
ously contested by Attorney Rosser on 
the ground that the constitution of the 
“state of Georgia provides that the au- 
thority to fix fares be vested in the 
legislature, or in some tribunal under 
its jurésdiction, and such a power is 
not vested in municipalities. He de- 
clared further that the city had by its 
own decision declared the contract in- 
valid becattse of the alleged violation 
of an agreement contained therein, that 
the city would lay block pavements so 
that they could be taken up easily to 
permit track repairs, etc. He declared 
a further violation on the part of the 
city by compelling the power company 
to pave sixteen feet, whereas eleven 
feet was specified in the agreement re- 
ferred to. 

Attempt to Profiteer Charged. 

This point, together with the allega- 
tion of Attorney Powell that the power 
company was attempting to profiteer, 
and that no good reason had been shown 
why the company should be trying to 
put its hands in the public purse, con- 
stituted the only features of the argu-

Attorney Wimbish declared: 

“The Georgia Railway and Electric 
company, which was. organized in 
1902 and took over all the other lines 
im the city, prospered under the rates 
YAwhich were established then. 

“The property was acquired by the 
igsuance of bonds, $1,800,000 on pre- 
ferred stock and $5,000,000 on common 


stock. Out of the bonds and the pro-: 


ceeds from the sale of the preferred 
stock the property was acquired and 
paid for. It might have been that all 
that stock was water, but I don’t say 
it was, and do not care to discuss that 
phase of the situation. 

"In the ten years it operated upon 
that capital the company earned in 
rates then established enough to pay 
cash dividends of four or five million 
dollars, and, in addition, to pay stock 


@ividends so great as to excite atten- 
tion and to suggest melon cutting. It 
must have been enough to buy the gas 
company stock, too, for Mr. Arkwright 
got it some way. 

“This was the condition in 1912 
when the Georgia Railway and Power 
company appeared on the scene. How- 
ever, this company was not satisfied 
with such meager returns. Its ambi- 
tions vaulted. Its purpose was to ex- 
ploit the water power in north Geor- 

a and to obtain a monopoly on all 
public utilities in Atlanta. 

Lease Company’s Franchise. 
resources at its com- 
mand, the power company looked 
n the electric company with en- 
ous and greedy eyes. There was no 
chance to buy the company, for it did 
not have the money. 

“Then a plan was evolved to lease 
the company’s franchise and enter into 
an agreement with its stockholders to 
pay them the same dividends they had 
formerly obtained, which the power 
company could not do unless it earned 
the money. Are the people of Atlanta 
to be compelled to pay the sinking 
fund of the electric company? What is 
the function of the power company? 
Is there any reason to add further to 
the resources and income of an interest 
which has furnished no capital? 

“The only cash contributed was 
something like $1,800,000. If we have 
a correct statement, we find the elec- 
tric company and the power company 
have built up values which will pay 
an aggregate of $27,000,000 out of the 
earnings, extracted from the rate pay- 
ers, who are principally within the 
geven-mile zone. 

“The stock dividends of the electric 
company have been built up by ex- 
cessive returns. The power company 
earned solely through its supervision 
the sum of $1,000,000 in 1918.” 

The ent of Attorney Rosser 
was that it is the duty of the railroad 
commission to fix just and reasonable 
rates to meet present day conditions 
as find them; that it had been 

roven that the company cannot do 

usimegs under present war-time price 
conditions, under the present rates, and 
that it was merely a matter of per- 
mitting this company to carry on its 
operations and make its improvements, 
or to throttle it. ;

Among the new brigadiers, the se<- 
lection of Colonel MacArthur, now chief 
of staff of the Rainbow division, and 
formerly the press censor of the war 
department during the Mexican border 
trouble and the first months of the 
war, attracted attention.

11 KILLED AND 14 HURT 
IN AIR RAID ON PARIS 


Paris, June 28.—Bteven persons were 
killed and fourteen others injured 
through the explosion of bombs drop- 
ped by German airmen in last night’s 


raid over the Paris district. 

Reports of the raid indicate that 
there were several groups of enemy 
machines which took different courses 
in an effort to break through the de- 
fensive barrier fire. During the com- 
motion in the air thus created, some 
of the machines evidently were able to 
effect a penetration, for bombs began 
to drop almost immediately. 

There was shortly a lull, after which 
the bombardment again grew in inten- 
sity and then finally subsided. 

The damage done by the raiders is‘ 
reported as considerable.

Making Believe With Paint 


and Brush at the Front. 


(From The Popular Science Monthly.) 

The observer in the airplane tries in 
vain to locate the enemy gun; his eye, 
looking through a telescope, fails to de- 
tect its muzzle through the foilage. 
So he flies away and the gun is not at- 
tacked. 

This is an example of camouflage as 
it is practiced in the European war. And 
the camoufleur is so expert that his 
business of fooling the enemy has be- 
come an art. 

An early use of camouflage by the 
French was the application of paint to 
big guns in order to make them re- 
semble the foliage in which they were 
partly concealed. However, when the 
guns had to be placed in the open the 
disguise only accentuated their visibil- 
ity. The protective coloration of birds 
and animals gave a hint to the camou- 
fleurs who saw that it disguised the 
outlines of these creatures and coun- 
teracted to a considerable degree their 
undershadows. So the high lights along 
the gun barrels were darkened and 
their under surfaces lightened. The 
colors of the paint, of course, harmon- 
ized with the surrounding objects. The 
finishing touches to this work ‘con- 
sisted in irregular streakings and 
blotehes which broke the outlines and 
at least confused the observer if they 
did not serve to produce invisibility. 


How the British “Tanks” Re- 


cewed Their Names. 


(From he Popular Science Monthly.) 

Because a fellow of the Royal His- 
torical society has unintentionally mis- 
led the British public, as to the origin 
of the ‘famous “tanks,” Sir William 
Tritton, who designed thend built them, 
has published the real story of their 
name. It seems that on the early days 
of the war, Sir William Tritton’s firm 
made some tractors for h heavy 
howitzers. Admiral Bacon, then man- 
aging director of the Coventry Ord 
mance works, expressed regret that they 
would not cross trenches. That made 
Sir William think. 

He thought with such success that 
he produced a tractor known as “Little 
Willie.” Since it was obviously inad- 
visabie to herald ‘Little Willie’s” rea- 
son for extstence to the world, he was 
known as the re 
stration unit.” “Little Willie’s” hull 
was called in the shop orders a “water 
carrier for Mesopotamia;” no one knew 
that the hull was intended to be mount- 
ed on a truck.
